Imports  of  ."bread  wheat  into,  France  prohibited 

F.o  imports  of  broad  wheat  into  France  are  to  be  made  during  the; 
remainder  of  this  season,  it  was  recently  decided  by  the  national  Inter- 
professional Wheat  Office,   according  to  Agricultural  Attache  N.  I.  Nielsen 
at  Paris.     Stocks  available  at  this  time  are  considered  sufficient  for 
domestic  consumption.    Durum  wheat  may  be  imported  up  to  a  maximum  of 
1,100,000  bushels  if  required  by  the  industries  using  this  type  of  wheat, 
provided  such  importation  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  Algerian  Section 
of  the  Wheat  Office.

Although  quotations  of  wheat  and  flour  at  Tokyo  on  February  1,  1938, 
were  generally  higher  than  on  January  1,  Canadian  and  Australian  wheats 
showed  a  slight  decline,  it  was  reported  by  Consul  General  Cameron  of 
Tokyo  to  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
Australian  wheat  was  the  cheapest  foreign  wheat  quoted;  purchases,  how- 
ever,  were  still  dependent  upon  exchange  permits.     The  Japanese  mills 
were  reported  to  be  active,   with  stocks  above  normal,     wheat  was  quoted 
at  the  mill  on  February  1,  as  follows,  duty  and  landing  charges  included: 
Western  White  No.  2,  $1.46  per  bushel;   Canadian  Ho.  1,  $2.06,  No.  3, 
$1.77;  Australian,  f.a.q.,  $1.41;  Manchurian  $1.82  per  bushel.  Domestic 
standard  wheat  was  $1.32  per  bushel  and  Portland  wheat,  c.i.f.  Yokohama, 
$1.11,  duty  and  landing  charges  excluded.     The  wholesale  price  of  flour  at 
the  mill  was  $1.41  per  bag  of  49  pounds;  c.i.f.  Dairen  and  Tangku  (North 
China),  $1.39  and  $1.41,  respectively.

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China  harvests  large  rice  crop 

The  1937  Chinese  rice  crop  was  estimated  at  approximately  10  per- 
cent above  the  good  harvest  of  the  previous  year,  according  to  a  radiogram 
received  from  Owen  L.  Dawson,  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Shanghai.  The 
1937  production  was  estimated  at  2,723,000,000  "bushels  of  paddy  rice  by 
the  Shanghai  office.     This  compares  with  the  1936  crop  of  2,49  6,000,000 
an  official  estimate  of  the  Nanking  Government,  plus  Kwangsi  Province  es- 
timated by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    Practically  all  sections 
of  China  reported  good  1937  yields,  and  in  some  areas  the  acreage  was 
slightly  increased  over  the  1936  crop.     The  carry-over  on  October  1,  1937, 
was  reported  larger  in  the  Yangtze  Valley  but  smaller  in  South  China  than 
at  the  beginning  of  the  previous  season. 

Imports  during  the  1936-37  crop  year  (October-September)  were  the 
smallest  in  several  years,  amounting  to  235,271  short  tons  of  cleaned 
rice  as  compared  with  380,160  tons  the  preceding  crop  year.     Imports  dur- 
ing the  past  2  years  have  been  much  reduced,  compared  with  those  of  pre- 
vious years,  as  a  result  of  favorable  harvests,  improved  transportation 
facilities,  and  political  stability  in  the  rice-producing  areas.  Rice 
imports  during  the  1936-37  season  were  obtained  principally  from  Indo- 
china and  Siam,  with  about  10  percent  from  Burma. 

Pice  imports  for  the  1937-38  season  may  slightly  exceed  la.st  year's 
volume  because  port  cities  are  unable  to  obtain  supplies  from  the  surplus 
areas  in  the  central  Yangtze  Talley.     Imports  for  the  3  months  October- 
December  1937  am?unted  to  102,375  short  tons  of  cleaned  rice  as  compared 
with  3,054  tons  during  the  corresponding  period  in  1936.     Imports  during  the 
remainder  of  the  current  crop  year  are  net  expected  to  continue  as  large 
as  during  the  first  quarter,  since  many  people  have  left  the  port  cities 
for  the  interior.

Pice  prices  at  Shanghai  are  higher  than  normal  compared  with  those 
in  the  producing  regions,  as  only  small  quantities  of  interior  rice  are 
able  to  reach  the  city  and  as  rice  has  also  been  subjected  to  the  imposition 
cf  a  Japanese  tax  and  other  abnormal  charges.     At  Shanghai  the  wholesale 
price  of  white  common-grade  rice  for  February  was  quoted  at  $2.38  per  100 
pounds  compared  with  $1.82  a  year  ago.    At  Hankow,  Central  China,  rice 
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prices  are  below  those  of  a  year  ago.     The  Chinese  Government  is  attempt- 
ing to  regulate  food  prices  to  prevent  wide  fluctuations.    At  the  end  of 
December  cleaned  rice  at  Hankow  was  quoted  at  $1.55  per  100  pounds  com- 
pared with  $1.65  at  the  end  of  December  1936. 

FHJITS,  VEGETABLES,  AND  NUTS 

Exports  of  apples  from  Nova  Scotia  large 

Exports  of  apples  from  Nova  Scotia  through  January  26  of  the 
1937-36  season  totaled  1,118,000  barrels  compared  with  840,000  barrels 
during  the  entire  1936-37  season,  according  to  Hugh  S.  Miller,  American 
consul  at  Yarmouth.  ■ 

United  States  grapefrui t  and  orange  exports 

Grapefruit 

The  downward  trend  of  United  States  exports  of  fresh  grapefruit 
continued  during  the  1936-37  season  (September  to  August)  when  only  731,000 
boxes  were  reported,  the  smallest  in  the  past  eight  seasons.     The  decline 
was  chiefly  in  exports  to  European  markets  and  was  due  to  heavy  competi- 
tion from  Palestine  during  the  winter  months  end  increasing  competition  of 
South  African  and  Brazilian  grapefruit  in  the  summer  season.    Exports  in 
the  summer  of  1937  were  adversely  affected  by  the  small  California  crop. 
The  increase  in  exports  to  Canada  continued,  and  that  country  has  become 
the  primary  market  for  American  grapefruit.     The  increase  in  shipments 
of  canned  grapefruit  partially  compensates  for  the  decreasing  exports  of 
the  fresh  product. 

Oranges 

'Exports  of  oranges  from  the  United  States  from  November  1936 
through  October  1937  amounted  to  2,488,000  boxes,  the  smallest  since  1929- 
30.     The  decline  was  caused  by  the  heavy  frost  damage  to  the  California 
crop,  particularly  Valencias,  and  by  increased  competition  from  Southern 
Hemisphere  producers.     The  bulk  of  the  United  States  orange  exports  to 
Europe  is  usually  made  during  the  summer  season,  May  to  November,  since 
there  is  little  competition  from  Spain,  Palestine,   Italy,  and  other  Mediter- 
ranean countries  during  these  months.     Increased  exports  from  South  Africa 
and  Brazil  in  particular  offered  serious  competition  during  the  1937  summer 
season.     For  example,  although  the  United  Kingdom  imports  from  May  through 
November  1937  were  the  heaviest  on  record,  imports  from  the  United  States 
hit  a  record  low  of  22,000  boxes.     Canada  is  the  principal  market  for  United 
States  oranges,  but  its  increasing  importance  is  due  more  to  decreased  Euro- 
pean exports  than  to  increased  shipments  to  that  country.     The  steady  in- 
creased shipments  to  that  country.     The  steady  increase  in  exports  of 
oranges  from  Brazil  and  South  Africa  is  shown  in  the  table  on  page  91.

INTERNATIONAL  TRADE  IN  COTTON 

Total  world  cotton  exports  have  been  smaller  this  season  than  last, 
but  exports  from  the  United  States  have  been  larger.     For  the  5  months 
ended -Dec ember  31,  1937,  shipments  from  the  six  leading  exporting  countries 
fell  4  percent  below  the  corresponding  figure  for  last  year.     Cotton  ex- 
ports from  the  United  States,  on  the  other  hand,  rose  by  13  percent. 

The  decline  in  total  world  exports  is  attributed  entirely  to  de- 
creased purchases  by  Japan.     All  other  leading  importers  increased  their 
purchases.     Germany's  increase  was  the  largest,  both  in  percentage  and  in 
absolute  size.     Total  German  takings  of  cotton  from  the  United  States, 
British  India,  Egypt,  and  Brazil  rose  by  305,000  bales,  or  54  percent, 
between  the  periods  compared. 

The  rise  in  the  United  States  share  of  world  cotton  exports  was 
due  mainly  to  a  shift  from  Indian  and  Argentine  cotton  to'  American.  The 
United  Kingdom,  especially,  favored  United  States  cotton  in  this'  'season's 
purchases.     Of  total  cotton  imports  from  the  four  countries  -  United 
States,  British  India,  Egypt,  and  Brazil  -  the  United  States  supplied  53 
percent  during  the  1935  period,  and  72  percent  during  1937. 


United  States:     In  the  5  months  ended  December  31,  1937,  the 
United  States  exported  3,416,000  bales  of  lint  cotton.    Europe  as  a  whole

took  3,002,000  bales,   a  gain  of  1,000,000  Dales  over  the  volume  purchased 
in  the  August -Dec ember  period  of  1936.    Japan  purchased  125',  000  bales,  fall- 
ing from  first  to  seventh  place  among  our  foreign  markets. 

British  India:     Exports  from  British  India,   which  amounted  to 
398,000  bales,  were  among  the  lowest  on  record.     The  heaviest  decrease  was 
in  exports  to  Japan,  but  Italy,  Belgium,   the  United  Kingdom,  France,  and 
the  Netherlands  also  took  smaller  quantities  than  during • the  1936  period. 

Egypt:     Exports  from  Egypt  did  not  differ  greatly  from  those  of 
last  year,  but  were  23  percent  above  the  1923-1932  average.     The  United 
Kingdom,  Japan,   and  the  United  States  took  less  of  the  Egyptian  fiber,  but 
France,   Germany,   Italy,  Switzerland,  and  British  India  took  more. 

Brazil:     In  August-December  1937,  approximately  459,000  bales  of 
Brazilian  cotton  were  exported.     This  exceeded  exports  from' British  India. 
Germany  greatly  increased  her  takings  of  Brazilian  cotton. 

Peru  and  Argentina:     Except  for  minor  fluctuations,   exports  from 
Peru  showed  a  gradual  upward  trend.     The  total  for  the  August -Dec ember 
period  of  1937  stood  at  179,000  bales,  a  gain  of  58  percent  over  the  1923- 
1932  average.     Exports  from  Argentina  remained  at  the  very  low  level  of 
15,000  bales.    No  cotton  has  been  exported  from  Argentina  since  October.
